Noteworthy  Plants 
NHS  Lecture,  Nov.  7 

The  final  lecture  on  the  NHS  lecture 
schedule  at  10:30  a.m.  November  7,  at 
CUH  will  feature  "Plants  that  Merit 
Attention"  by  noted  landscape  architect, 
Janet  Meakin  Poore,  Winnctka,  IL.  The 
editor  of  the  much  praised  first  volume 
(Trees)  of  a  series  by  that  name,  she  is  also 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Chicago 
Botanic  Garden.  She  is  also  Vice  President 
of  the  Garden  Club  of  America  and  is 
actively  engaged  in  m  any  other  horticul  tu ral 
boards  and  advisory  panels  as  well  as 
practicing  landscape  design.

Seattle's  Chinese 
Garden  -  An  Update 

The  first  sketches  of  the  Seattle  Chinese 
Garden  have  been  received.  They  depict  a 
6-acre  complex  of  walled  courtyards, 
pavilions,  streams,  waterfalls,  ponds, 
bridges,  rock  grottoes  and  plantings.  The 
garden,  which  will  be  located  in  the  South 
Seattle  Community  College  Arboretum, 
will  include  a  striking  three-story  pagoda 
overlooking  a  small  lake,  with  views  to 
downtown  Seattle  in  the  background. 

The  sketches  were  produced  in  China 
following  a  visit  to  Seattle  last  May  by  the 
five  member  design  delegation  from  the 
Chongqing  Garden  Bureau.  A  return  visit 
by  the  design  delegation,  originally 
scheduled  for  September,  has  been 
postponed  because  of  the  recent  unrest  in 
China.  The  planned  visit  will  be  re¬ 
scheduled  for  1990.  Completed  preliminary 
design  drawings  and  a  model  of  the  garden 
are  still  scheduled  to  reach  Seattle  by  late 
October  or  early  November. 

During  the  rest  of  1989,  concentration  be 
directed  to  preparing  information  packets 
and  a  videotape  on  the  Chinese  Garden, 
suitable  for  group  presentations  as  well  as 
identifying  sources  of  plants,  and 
organization  of  a  fundraising  drive.  The 
Chinese  Garden  Society  will  also  develop 
a  membership  drive.  The  Northwest 
Horticultural  Society  is  serving  as  an  agent 
in  the  development  of  the  Seattle  Chinese 
Garden.

R.  lysolepis- Compact  to4'  in  ten  years,  from 
the  mountains  of  Central  S.  W.  China. 
Pinkish-purple  flowers  April-May. 

Species  shrubs-sui table  for  home  gardens 
as  foundation  plantings  or  as  understory 
plants. 

R.  augustinii-TM  columnar  growth  to  1 5'. 
From  S.  W.  China  and  Southern  Tibet. 
Flowers  in  April-May  in  shades  of  blue  to 
lavender-blue. 

R.  bureavii- An  exceptional  foliage  plant 
with  soft  felt-like  hairs  on  the  undersides  of 
theleaves.  Flowers  are  white  tolightpink  in 
May.  From  S.  W.  China. 

R.  balfourianum-Large  shrub  to  8'.  Flow¬ 
ers  pale  rose-white  in  March- April .  From  S . 
W.  China. 

R.  maca bean u m -One  of  the  "Big  Leaf 
rhododendrons,  eventually  forms  a  small 
tree.  Hardy  only  in  the  warmer  areas  of 
Seattle.  Outstanding  bluish  green  leaves  to 
1 '.  Flowers  arc  a  deep  yellow  and  appear  in 
March. 

R.yakushimanum -One  of  the  finest  rhodo¬ 
dendrons,  exceptional  in  plant  habit,  leaves 


and  (lowers.  A  slow  growing  dome  shaped 
mound  from  a  single  island  off  southern 
Japan.  Flowers  April-May  are  a  clear  apple 
blossom  pink.  Leaves  are  coated  below 
with  soft  felt-like  hairs.

Corokia  cotoneaster- Zigzagging  branches 
to  3'  spread,  dark  grey  bark  bives  silver 
glow, yellow  starry  flowers  followed  by  red 
berries. 

Cortaderis  selloana  gold  band-V arigated 
plampas  grass  with  striking  gold  striped 
leaves  with  green  margins.  Outstanding 


large  silvery  flower  plumes-excellent  com¬ 
panion  to  bamboo. 

Corylopsis  pauciflora-densQ\y  branched 
shrub,  slender  stems,  leaves  pink  when 
young.  Flowers  primrose  yellow  and  cow¬ 
slip  scented,  opening  in  March. 

C.  spicata- Lovely  woodland  deciduous 
shrub  with  yellow  fragrant  flowers  bloom¬ 
ing  before  the  leaves  appear  early  in  the 
spring. 

Daphne  laureola- useful  small  shade-bear¬ 
ing  native.  Flowers  fragrant,  yellow-green 
in  February. 

Decaisnea  fargesii- Tall  deciduous  shrub 
with  large  plinnate  leaves  at  the  top  (palm¬ 
like  growing  habit).  Flowers  not  showy  but 
noted  for  its  beautiful  metallic  blue  pods. 

Enkianthus  campanulatus  "Hollandia"- 
Red  flowers,  scarlet  foliage  in  fall. 

E uptelia polyandra-  Asiatic  tree  with  lovely 
dainty  foliage  becoming  red  and  yellow  in 
the  fall,  grows  best  in  well-drained  soil  and 
a  rather  moist  location.  An  excellent  speci¬ 
men  tree. 

Fothergilla-Small  shrub  with  white  botde 
brush  like  flower  spikes  in  spring  and  rich 
autumn  color. 

Fraxinum  ornws-Deciduous  flowering  ash 
with  clusters  of  showy  creamy  white  fra¬ 
grant  flowers. 

Fremontodendron  (F remontia )  calif orni- 
cum-A  large  semi  evergreen  shrub  with 
unusual  three-lobed  leaves  and  large  yellow 
flowers  borne  freely  throughout  summer. 
Likes  a  south  facing  wall. 

Hovenia  de/ds-Japanese  raisin  tree  (large 
shrub  or  small  tree)  grown  for  its  handsome 
polished  foliage. 

Hydrangeapetiolaris(anomala)-C\\imbmg 
hyrangea,  strong  growing,  self-clinging. 
Flowers  15-25cm  across  in  June,  greenish 
white  with  white  sterile  florets. 

Itea-unusual  summer  blooming  shrubs  thriv¬ 
ing  in  half  shade. 


Lithocarpus  densiflorus  var.  echinoides- 
Evergreen  oak-like  shrub,  lovely  grey-green 
leaves  with  the  new  foliage  a  beautiful  pink 
shade.  TanbarkOak. 

Liquidambarstyracifluaaurea-Pyxi\m\dd\ 
compact  habit  to  25'  autumn  yellow/orange/ 
crimson  to  purple.  Corky  bark  of  older 
twigs  a  winter  feature. 

L.styraciflua  '7dfl”-"SweetGum"  Upright 
pyramidal  with  deeply  lobed  leaves,  au¬ 
tumn  foliage  rich  orange  to  crimson  to  purple. 
Outstanding  cultivar. 

Magnolia  Wilsonii- Deciduous  tree  from 
China  with  pendent  white  fragrant  flowers 
with  many  red  stamens. 

Nyssa  sylvatica-(Sourwood)  A  dense 
headed  tree  with  handsome  foliage  turning 
rich  scarlet/orange  &  yellow  in  autumn. 

Ficea  M/cow/- Beautiful  blue-grey  ever¬ 
green  tree,  densely  branched.  Not  damaged 
by  insects. 

Rubus  calycinoides- Creeping  alpine  ever¬ 
green. 


Salix  magnifica-S mall  deciduous  tree  fron 
China  with  large  leaves  and  9"  catkins.  / 
real  conversation  piecse.  | 

S.  Yezoalpina- Rare  alpine  species,  trailing 
stems,  glossy  green  leaves,  catkins  appear 
ing  in  Spring. 

Sorbus  pratti-A  handsome  small  tree  fron 
WEstern  China  with  small  pinnate  leaves 
white  flowers  followed  by  pure  white  fmi 
in  clusters.  Leaves  have  lovely  fall  color. 

Symphoricarpos-(Snowberrybush)  Abun 
dan  t  display  of  white  or  rosecolered  berrie! 
appearing  in  autumn  lasting  into  winter. 

Umbellularia  calif  or  n  ica  -  Large  evergreer 
shrub  or  tree  with  fragrant  foliage. 

The  wood  is  valued  for  fine  woodworking 
Common  namesareCaliforniaLaurel,  Cali 
fornia  Bay,  Olive  Myrtle. 

Viburnum-Many  species. 

Wisteria  sinensis- Nobel  climber,  fragran 
mauve  or  deep  lilac  flowers  in  May.

Speakers  Announced 
In  Lecture  Series 

The  speakers  for  the  1990  NHS  Lecture 
Series  have  been  named,  according  to 
Mayde  Anderson,  Chair  of  the  Scries. 

The  first  speaker  is  Atsushi  Kuyama  from 
Japan.  He  is  floriculturist  for  Hyogo 
Prefectural  Farm  and  designer  of  the  Awaji 
Farm  Park  Rock  Garden.  Trained  at  Kew 
in  England,  he  has  conducted  plant 
explorations  in  35  countries  and  has  written 
for  many  gardening  publ  ications.  His  topic 
will  be  "The  Wildflowcrs  of  Japan".  This 
lecture  will  be  on  February  27  at  7:30  p.m. 
Robert  Heapes,  Denver,  CO,  will  speak  at 
7:30  p.m.  on  April  6  and  the  topic  is 
"Following  the  Trail  of  Lewis  and  Clark". 
An  accomplished  photographer,  Heapes 
will  cover  the  horticultural  wonders  to  be 
found  along  the  path  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark 
explorations.  His  work  has  been  published 
in  many  publications  including  Flower  & 
Garden,  Pacific  Horticulture  and 
Horticulture. 

MurielFisherofNew  Zealand  will  lecture 
on  "New  Zealand  Ferns  and  Other  Plants 
for  Your  Garden"  on  Thursday  evening. 
May  31  as  part  of  the  NHS  Fern  Festival. 
She  has  written  several  books,  including 
Gardening  with  New  Zealand  Plants, 
Shrubs  and  Trees  and  New  Zealand  Ferns 
for  Your  Garden. 

The  Fern  Festival  will  also  include  a  garden 
tour  to  the  Jocelyn  Hordcr  garden,  Poulsbo, 
from  10  a.m.  to  noon  on  Friday,  June  1, 
followed  by  a  plant  sale  from  1  p.m.  to  5 
p.m.  at  the  Center  for  Urban  Horticulture.

Rhododendron  Society,  he's  a  noted 
rhododendron  judge  and  winner  of  many 
awards. 


Horticultural  Tidbits 
Terrarium  Tips 

A  terrarium  can  be  made  with  almost  any 
kind  of  container  with  a  narrow  top  to 
retain  humidity  including  candy  jars,  and 
old  fish  tanks. 

Layer  the  terrarium  first  with  spaghnum 
moss,  a  layer  of  builders'  sand 
(not  sea  sand)  or  gravel,  then  1  to  1  1/2 
inches  of  commercial  potting  soil.  This 
should  fill  the  container  to  approximately 
1/4  its  height. 

Set  the  plants  in  place,  adding  a  small 
amount  of  potting  soil  around  each,  then 
water  sparingly  by  spoonfuls. 

Cover  the  terrarium  with  plastic  or  a  sheet 
of  glass  but  don't  keep  it  airtight.  Watch  for 
the  first  few  days  while  the  plants  are 
settling  in  to  determine  how  much  or  how 
little  humidity  they  should  have.  A  rain 
forest  atmosphere,  up  to  but  not  including 
the  growth  of  mold,  is  ideal. 

Plants  thriving  in  low  light  can  tolerate 
conditions  in  an  average  room.  For  better 
growth,  locate  near  a  window  but  out  of 
direct  sunlight.  Direct  sunllight  can  soon 
cook  a  planting. 

Pinch  back  plants  when  they  become 
rangy.  Cut  off  spent  flowers  and  dead 
leaves.  Once  planted,  a  terrarium  seldom 
needs  watering. 

Suitable  candidates  for  terrariums  might 
be  peperomiass,  fitlonias  (especially  the 
m inialurc one),  small  ferns,  mosses,  humid 
loving  terrestrial  orchids.  Episcias  are 
especially  suitable  including  special 
varieties  such  as  'Cleopatra'.  Small 
rhizomatous  begonias  with  distinctive 
foliage  such  as  "Butterschotch"  will  also 
benefit  from  being  grown  in  a  terrarium. 


Epsom  Salts 

Epsom  salts,  which  is  really  magnesium 
sulfate,  has  many  uses  in  the  garden. 
Applied  at  the  rate  of  about  2  ounces  per 
rose  bush  (sprinkle  around  the  roots' 
perimeter  and  water  thoroughly)  it  will 
promote  basal  breaks  in  roses  and  encourage 
production  of  green,  healthy  leaves.  It's 
most  effective  when  an  alkaline  condition 
exists  in  the  soil,  but  it  does  no  harm  when 
an  acid  condition  prevails..

Horticultural  Tidbits 


Herb  Vinegars 

Herb  vinegars  are  easy  to  make  with  white 
or  cider  vinegar  and  fresh-picked  herbs 
from  your  garden. 

Choose  thyme,  basil,  marjoram,  tarragon, 
rosemary  or  fennel,  for  example,  or  perhaps 
mint,  chervil  or  dill.  In  a  clean  jar  or  bottle 
put  about  a  cut  of  the  fresh  herb,  coarsely 
chopped,  and  2  or  3  cups  of  vinegar.  Cap 
the  jar  and  set  on  a  sunny  windowsill  for 
about  2  weeks  to  let  flavors  mellow. 

Then  strain  the  vinegar  into  a  clean 
decorative  jar  and  insert  a  fresh  herb  stalk 
for  easy  identification  and  an  attractive 
appearance.  These  vinegars  make  great 
welcome  gifts.
